agencies 


complete their inventory of

vastated district.

HAS SLIGHT FEAR

Altho the prediction of the 1'. S. 


weather bureau, received over the 
Tribune's wire service, is for frost 
in the morning. Tom Page, local 
forecaster, said today he believes 
the fruit will be safe and th.it 
there will be no white froM. 


Mr. Page's prediction is based on 


old weather records which he has 
kept for many years. 
He sajd a 


frost is possible, but not at all prob- 
able. "The temperature will, how- 
over, be close to the frost mark, as 
it was this morning." he said.

frosts was brot out when Mr. Page 
was asked why he believed there 
would be no frost In the morning. 
His records show that most heavy 
frosts came in the early part of the 
week, a great number of them on 
Tuesdays.

and temperatures usually are high- 
er.

common during the month of May.

iect of German taxation. "He shows beyond any shadow of a 
doubt," says the New Statesman, which summarizes his con- 
elusions, "that the taxes imposed in Germany are exceedingly 
heavy. 


Soon after the conclusion of the war there were two non- 


recurring levies on property—a war tax on increment value 
and a capital levy—and there are four continuing property 
taxes, two of them comparatively small, and two—death duties 


very heavy. There is, further, an income tax graduated Irom 


6 per cent, on an income of 20,000 marks to over 60 per cent, on 
the highest incomes. 


Doctors, authors, and professional men have to pay a busi- 


ness tax of 1 
J/> per cent, on the fees they receive, while another' 


tax of 10 per cent., corresponding to the income tax on persons, 
is imposed on joint stock companies and corporations, and since 
this is collected at the source, it is clearly an additional burden 
on each shareholder. 
Other taxes include—besides the long 


list of customs duties—a turnover tax, now to be raised from 1 V* 
to 2 per cent., on the amounts paid in every transaction involv- 
ing the exchange of goods for money, an additional luxury tax 
of 15 per cent., an amusement tax, and last, but not least, a coal 
tax of 40 per cent." 


The total of these taxes, according to information furnished 


the Reparations Commission by the Wirth government, is 31.19 
per cent, of the national income. To equal this the taxpayers of 
the United States would have to deliver each year nearly $20,-
